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Livestock Lien Law Enacted 

Of importance to Maryland breeders is House 
Bill 101, passed by the current session of the 
Maryland Legislature, and momentarily await¬ 
ing the signature of Governor Lane. The new 
bill replaces on the statute books an old law, 
inadvertently repealed with a number of obso¬ 
lete laws at a previous session of the Legisla¬ 
ture. Until it was passed there was no other way 
for collection of a delinquent board or training 
bill other than by slow and cumbersome legal 
processes that might drag on for many months. 

Introduced in the house by Delegate A. Gor¬ 
don Boone, of Baltimore County, the bill reads 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of Maryland , That a new section be and it is hereby 
added to Article 63 of the Annotated Code of Mary¬ 
land (1939 Edition), title "Mechanics’ Lien,” to be 
under sub-title "Livestock,” said new section to be 
known as Section 51, to follow immediately after 
Section 50 of said Article, and to read as follows: 

Livestock 

51. (a) The owner or operator of every livery stable 
or other establishment giving care or custody to any 
horse or other livestock shall have a lien thereon 
for any reasonable charge for board and custody, train¬ 
ing fees, veterinarians’ and blacksmiths’ charges, and 
for other proper maintenance expenses. 

(b) Any person, association or corporation having 
a lien under the provisions of this section may sell 
the horse or other livestock at public auction sale, if 
the account is due and unpaid for a period of thirty 
days after any such fee, charge or expense shall have 
accrued and if the lienor still retains possession of the 
same. 

(c) The lienor must give at least one month’s 
notice to the owner of the horse or other livestock, 
by registered mail-addressed to the owner’s last known 
address, before he may proceed with any such sale. 
If the whereabouts of the owner be unknown, such 
notice may be given by written or printed notice set 
up at the Court House door of the County wherein the 
animal is located, or City of Baltimore, as the case 
may be. 

(d) Following such notice, if the account still re¬ 
mains due and unpaid, the lienor may proceed to sell 
the horse or other livestock at publifc auction sale to 
satisfy the said account. Such sale shall not be held 
unless advertised in the public press at least twice, 
seven days apart. The proceeds of such sale shall be 
applied to the expenses thereof and then to the liquida¬ 
tion of such indebtedness; and the balance, if any, 
shall be paid over to the debtor. 

SEC. 2. And be if further enacted, That this Act is 
hereby declared to be an emergency measure and 
necessary for the immediate preservation of the public 
health and safety, and having been passed by a yea 
and nay vote, supported by three-fifths of all of the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of the 
General Assembly of Maryland, the same shall take 
effect from the date of its passage.

Maryland’s racing dates for 1949 have been 
set and while the announcement of the Racing 
Commission tried to imply that everybody was 
satisfied with the schedule, I doubt that this is 
quite the case. As a matter of fact, any outsider 
looking at the schedule and knowing what has 
been the custom in other years, could come to no 
conclusion except that Bowie is happy and the 
other three major tracks a bit upset. 

Here’s how the dates were arranged: 

Bowie—March 28-April 9 (12 days). 

Havre de Grace—April 11 -May 4(21 days). 
Pimlico—May 6-14 (8 days). 

Laurel—Sept. 24-Oct. 22 (25 days). 

Pimlico—Oct. 25-Nov. 12 (17 days). 

Havre de Grace at Pimlico—Nov. 14-17 (4 
days). 

Bowie—Nov. 19-Dec. 3 (13 days). 

To my way of thinking the 1949 dates repre¬ 
sent very little in the way of accomplishment 
when the general picture of Maryland racing is 
considered. It is merely a makeshift arrange¬ 
ment which is better than the schedule of a year 
ago in view of New Jersey opposition but which 
still doesn’t solve anything. 

Let’s take a look at the schedule from all angles 
and see whether or not the State might not have 
done better without hurting the tender feelings 
of track operators, the state treasurer or anyone 
else connected with the sport. 

Bowie’s portion of the present program can 
be dismissed lightly. Bowie got the dates it has 
had for many seasons, plus an additional Satur¬ 
day which is supposed to rotate but which Bowie 
always claims because its dates are such that "it 
gambles with the weather” to quote its manager. 

Pimlico, by listing an eight-day meeting in the 
spring, really takes a terrific gamble on weather. 
With the Preakness, Dixie, Oaks and other im¬ 
portant and costly fixtures coming up, the track 
must do a lot of business to break even—let alone 
make anything. Should half of those eight days 
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turn out badly, Pimlico is what the boys would 
call a ’’dead pigeon.” 

Laurel, which has had the month of October 
for its racing for years and years, now moves 
up a week into September which hardly can be 
to its liking in view of its continued advertising 
of October as the month for Laurel. 

Pimlico’s fall meeting has a few advantages. 
The track gets an extra Saturday plus Armistice 
Day and with its heavy stakes schedule will need 
the additional days over the usual quota of 12. 
However the week earlier start may be harmful 
in that the track will have less chance of luring 
top horses away from New York at that time. 

As for Havre de Grace, which suffered the 
worst season of any of the tracks in 1948, it was 
handed a peppermint stick and then promptly 
had it taken away. Twenty-one days in the 
spring, only two of which are in conflict with 
Garden State Park was the peppermint stick. But 
in the final analysis, the track which had the 
worst season a year ago wound up with three 
Saturdays and no holidays while every other 
course gets five Saturdays with Bowie having 
Thanksgiving; Pimlico Armistice Day and 
Laurel Columbus Day thrown in. Havre de 
Grace’s four fall dates at Pimlico appear okay 
but there always arises the question of "what 
about next season?” Will Havre de Grace then 
run 5 days at Laurel, or 7 days at Bowie or 6 days 
at Timonium or what? 

All I have been able to hear from those who 
followed the date squabble closely, is that every 
plan submitted found "the old system” cropping 
up to keep the thing from being worked out on 
a somewhat permanent basis. Few seem to 
realize or care that the old setup of dates was 
arranged when Maryland had no opposition 
from New Jersey courses. Times change, condi¬ 
tions change, and if a change in the rotation of 
Maryland tracks will be better for the tracks, 
the horsemen and the state, then for goodness 
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sake, why not make some changes. 

On the other hand, if we have decided to slug 
it out with our neighboring state and let the 
chips fall where they may, let’s set a schedule and 
stick to it. As it is, everyone connected with 
Maryland racing is kept in a turmoil. This goes 
from the track operators on down through the 
officials who handle the meetings, horsemen, 
gate men, ushers, mutuel employes and catering 
companies. And none of it goes toward more 
efficient operation in the state. 

Whether this schedule for 1949 was drawn up 
by the tracks as a compromise when other plans 
failed or whether the Racing Commission had a 
hand in it is not important. The Commission 
must be held accountable for any schedule since 
it either sets up the dates, or approves those sub¬ 
mitted by the tracks. 

The Commission is on a spot and it looks to 
me that its best bet to get off that spot is to start 
right now working on a schedule for 1950—a 
set of dates which will protect the interests of the 
state and the horsemen without affecting the 
earning powers of the tracks. The Commission 
might well remember that one of the cardinal 
rules of gambling is that "you can’t lose if you 
can’t win.’’ Some of the tracks have been placed 
mighty close to the position of losing without a 
chance of winning.

When the energetic Robert B. Browne, Jr., set 
about building up his Maryland Stock Farm at 
Phoenix, he secured the services of a first class 
trotter to head his stud, this being D. W. Spencer 
3, 2.05, one of the top racehorses of recent years, 
and a horse of superlative breeding. A notable 
fact concerning his pedigree is that he has no 
less than four crosses of the great progenitor 
Bingen 2:0614, three of them through his most 
prepotent son, Todd 2:14%. 

D. W. Spencer did not achieve real promi¬ 
nence until he started at Milwaukee against the 
sensational Pearl Harbor that had been winning 
over almost any half-mile track right at 2:05, 
her 2:05 mile standing as the world mark for 
three-year-old fillies on the small ovals. It was 
a return match for D. W. Spencer since he had 
forced the Protector filly to trot in 2:10% to 
beat him over a half-mile track at two in one of 
his four starts, two of which he won. When it 
came to racing, D. W. Spencer was supreme and 
looked to have a couple of seconds in reserve. 

Unfortunately, after getting away to a flying 
start at four, winning in fast time and seemingly 
on the verge of new successes, the colt met with 
a serious accident, injuring a bone in one front 
ankle in such a way that it was feared his racing 


career was ended. Under the skillful care of Guy 
Crippen he was brought back the following 
spring at Santa Anita, his stellar achievements 
there putting him in the front rank of racing 
trotters. His first out he whipped a big field in 
a $2,500 stake at % mile in 1:31; came back 
to win a $5,000 event over a high-class field in¬ 
cluding Cardinal Leeds; and then won two rich 
handicaps with heavy penalties over the best 
trotters at the California course, Kaola second to 
him both times, the Spencer stallion being timed 
in 2:02 and coming from behind with phenome¬ 
nal sprints on both occasions. Then in the $50,- 
000 Golden West Trot in a field of 24 horses 
D. W. Spencer was in the thick of the battle all 
the way, finishing a stout second to Kaola in 2:32, 
a world’s record, Axomite 2:02, Captain January 
2:00%, Algiers 1:58-4/5, etc., finishing back of 
him. 

A horse of splendid size, standing 16 hands 
and perhaps a shade more, he was a beautifully 
gaited trotter, always in full control of his stride 
and a perfect racing tool. He is the only fast 
record son of the mighty sire Spencer 3, 1:59% 
standing in the East and likewise the only one 
carrying the blood of the exported Gaylworthy 
4, 2:02%, sire of his dam Starworthy V. She has 
a remarkable record as a producer already, since 
her first six foals, all those old enough to race, 
have taken win-race trotting records, 4 in the 
2:10 list.

It is pointed out that all who are interested in 
the shows should become members of the asso¬ 
ciation, if they have not already done so, in order 
that they may receive the Rule Book, which is 
an invaluable aid to anyone who has contact with 
the shows.

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Hay-Silage-Pasture Mixtures

Are you interested in a pasture mixture that 
can also be used for silage or hay if it cannot all 
be grazed? Many farmers are planning to im¬ 
prove their pastures this season. Some will break 
up the old sod and re-seed with a better legume- 
grass mixture. Years of grazing depletes the 
lime and nutrient content. To a dairyman pas¬ 
tures mean dollars saved. Perhaps you can select 
one of the following mixtures for your plan. 
These are recommended by Cornell University. 

No. 1. General Purpose—Hay, silage or pas-

Adapted to give a good hay crop of mixed le¬ 
gumes. After cutting for hay, the aftermath 
makes good grazing. This is a good mixture for 
a field having variable drainage and lime require¬ 
ments. 

Note 1. Fertilizer is relatively cheap. Con¬ 
centrates cost money. Plan to increase the 
amount of home-grown feed on your meadows 
and hay fields. Apply a generous amount of lime 
and fertilizer. Have your soil tested to determine 
nutrient requirements. 

New Jersey research shows that liberal potash 
fertilization increased the stand of a ladino-grass 
sod by 40 per cent and decreased weeds by 15 
per cent. For legume-grass sods top-dress with at 
least 500 pounds per acre of a 0-1-1 ratio, that is 
an 0-12-12, or 0-10-10, or 0-14-14 fertilizer. 
This same Station reports highest yields from a 
ladino-orchard grass sod, which has been well 
limed and fertilized. If you can prepare a good 
seed bed for the ladino-orchard grass mixture, 
you will find it pays. 

Note 2. The Pennsylvania Station reports that 
Ladino clover has been maintained best where 
the early spring grazing was followed by rota¬ 
tional grazing through the summer or the early 
spring grazing was followed by silage and then 
rotational grazing. They emphasize that the 
dairy farm program should provide sufficient 
fields of ladino clover-orchard grass to meet the 
needs of pasture in late summer, but rotational 
grazing has to be practiced: one field grazed 
early, a second deferred for grazing, a third for 
grass silage followed by rotational grazing. Or¬ 
chard grass-alfalfa had the greatest recovery 
power and gave the best aftermath grazing.

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Maryland-Bred Registration and 
Breeders' Bonus Rules 

With the approach of the March 15 deadline 
for registration of Maryland-bred foals of 1947 
at the $2.00 fee we are printing once more the 
Maryland Racing Commissions rules 106 and 
107, which define a "Maryland-bred” and the 
Breeders Bonus payable to the breeders of 
Maryland-bred winners at both major and 
minor tracks. 

It is pointed out that Maryland-bred foals of 
1947 which are not registered prior to March 
15 are subject to a registration fee of $10. En¬ 
try of a yearling in the Maryland Breeders’ 
Stakes Series does not automatically register 
the horse as a Maryland-bred. The animal must 
still be registered before it can run in any 
Maryland-bred race, or before any bonus can be 
paid on a winning open race. 

Maryland-bred registration blanks are mailed 
out to all breeders of record February 1. If you 
do not receive any blanks, or if you need more, 
they are available at the Breeders’ Association’s 
office, 1 Dixie Drive, Towson 4, Maryland. 

Rule 106: To be eligible to start in race exclu¬ 
sively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must 
be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 


sociation. To qualify for such registration the said 
horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of 
the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either 
the produce of a mare covered in Maryland the pre¬ 
vious season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal 
and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the 
birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breed¬ 
er is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the re¬ 
fusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association to 
register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission, and the decision of the Commission 
shall be final. 

107: Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any mile track within the State of 
Maryland, from and after the date of this rule, shall 
by acceptance of such license be deemed to have 
agreed as a condition of the grant thereof, that such 
licensee shall within thirty (30) days after the expira¬ 
tion of such meeting, pay to the breeder of each 
horse winning each race at such meeting, if said horse 
was foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 
and the race is not limited to Maryland Bred Horses, 
as follows: In each race in which the value of the 
purse to the winner is $2,500.00 or less, two hundred 
and fifty dollars ($250.00); in all races in which the 
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Huntsman Dallas Leith and the Elkridge-Harford pack await the held at Atlanta Hall, the E. S. 

Voss estate in Harford County. 
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value of the purse to the winner is more than 
$2,500.00, five hundred dollars ($500.00); provided, 
that if the breeder of any such winning horse shall 
not be living at the time of such race, no such pay¬ 
ment shall be required, except when the deceased was 
the owner of a farm used at the time of his death in 
the breeding of Thoroughbred race horses, and the 
breeding of said horses is continued in operation on 
a basis substantially unchanged, and provided further, 
that the sum so to be paid shall not in any case be 
deducted from the amount of the purse, nor shall it 
be required when the purse includes the award to the 
breeder equal to or greater than the amounts above 
specified, and provided further, that any amount so 
paid shall not be included in estimating the value of 
the race to the winner. 

(a) Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any county fair track (called minor 
tracks, of less than a mile) within the State of Mary¬ 
land, from and after the date of this rule, shall by 
acceptance of such license be deemed to have agreed 
as a condition of the grant thereof, that such licensee 
shall within thirty (30) days after the expiration of 
such meeting, pay to the breeder of each horse win¬ 
ning each race at such meeting, if said horse was 
foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly registered 
with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, and 
the race is not limited to Maryland bred horses, a sum 
equal to ten per cent (10%) of the purse without 
deductions. If the breeder of any such winning horse 
shall not be living at the time of such race, no such 
payment shall be required, except when the deceased 
was the owner of a farm used at the time of his death 
in the breeding of Thoroughbred race horses, and the 
breeding of said horses is continued in operation on 
a basis substantially unchanged; and provided further, 
that the sum so to be paid shall not in any case be 
deducted from the amount of the purse, nor shall it 
be required when the purse includes the award to the 
breeder equal to or greater than the amount above 
specified; and provided further, that any amounts so 
paid shall not be included in estimating the value of 
the race to the winner.

Gittings Horsemanship Class 

A young rider who is interested in competing 
in the Gittings Horsemanship classes at the 
Maryland shows this Spring has written in to ask 
about the rules governing the class and how it 
got started, and who was Mr. Gittings? Much 
space could be utilized in answering this letter, 
but we shall try to hold the reply to reasonable 
limits. 

Mr. D. Sterett Gittings, poet, scholar, horse¬ 
man, cross-country rider and Dean of Maryland 
Sportsmen died a year ago, leaving his home state 
greatly the richer by his many years of service to 
the betterment of its horse sports. A founding 
member, and longtime President of the Associa¬ 
tion of Maryland Horse Shows, it was quite 
logical that when this organization wished to set 
up a horsemanship class suitable to the condi¬ 
tions under which most Maryland children ride, 
the event should be named for such an outstand¬ 
ing character and supporter of good riding. 

The conditions of the class have been little 
changed in the dozen years or so that it has been 
competed for. It requires good’seat and hands 
and general control of the mount throughout 
the course, which consists of eight fences, not 
over three feet high. Each year there are about 
twenty shows or more which hold the Gittings 
Horsemanship Class. When a child wins the 
class he or she is ineligible to show again in the 
event during that season, though such winner is 
eligible to compete the following year. 

At first, for some years, the Gittings class win¬ 
ners competed against each other at a post sea¬ 
son show, with the winner proclaimed Cham¬ 
pion Rider of Maryland. This plan was dropped 
a few years ago, as too often the results of the 
final were not in keeping with the plan of the 
class. At present, each winner of the Gittings 
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Class throughout the year is awarded a small 
medallion, presented by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, in recognition of the 
achievement. 

The regulations governing the class follow: 

1— Each show member to be entitled, if it wishes, 
to hold a class for the Gittings Horsemanship Award. 

2— Each show to give an individual trophy to win¬ 
ner of the class unless run as a part of the Maclay 
class under A. H. S. A. rules. 

3— Four contestants necessary to fill the class. 

4— The winner of each of these classes through¬ 
out the season to be ineligible for further competition 
in the class, for the current year only. 

5— In the case of a show operating under A. H. S. 
A. Rules, and offering a Maclay trophy class, the high¬ 
est ranking eligible contestant to be considered the 
Gittings class winner. 

6 — Children (Amateurs) who have NOT 
REACHED THEIR SEVENTEENTH BIRTHDAY to 
be eligible to compete. Children of a professional 
eligible provided they have not reached THEIR 
THIRTEENTH BIRTHDAY. 

7— Contestants to ride over eight jumps, not over 
three feet high. To be judged on PERFORMANCE 
OVER FENCES, ON SEAT AND HANDS; GUID¬ 
ANCE AND CONTROL OF THE HORSE 
THROUGHOUT THE WHOLE COURSE, jumping 
faults not to be counted. 

8— Judges MAY reauest any or all riders to dis¬ 
mount and make second ride on any designated mount, 
but shall not necessarily do so. 

9— Name and address of each Gittings Trophy 
Award class to be recorded with the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows within (7) days of showing of 
the class. 

10— CONTESTANTS TO BE MEMBERS OF AS¬ 
SOCIATION OF MARYLAND HORSE SHOWS 
INC. 

Each winner of a Gittings Trophy Award class will 
receive a specially made medallion commemorating his 
or her win. The medallion offered to be of bronze, 
and, if the contestant wins another Gittings Award the 
next year, to receive a silver medallion. If the child is 
able to win awards during three years while still in 
the age limit of the class, award to be a gold medallion. 
Further winnings to be marked by the presentation of 
a bar to the gold medallion. The winning contestants 
to receive their medallions at the time of the pres¬ 
entation of all championship awards. 

The medallions will be provided by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association as part of its program 
of stimulating better horsemanship among the young 
riders of Maryland. 

Mortimer M. Mahony 

All of racing, and Maryland’s portion of the 
sport, was saddened on Saturday, January 30 
when word was received that Mortimer M. Ma¬ 
hony had died suddenly at his Miami Beach resi¬ 
dence in Florida. Mahony, 76 years old, was 
probably the best known mutuels man in 


America and at the time of his death was serv¬ 
ing as head of the betting department of Hialeah 
Race Course. 

Mahony had not been well for the last few 
years following a long siege of illness, but had 
retained his fine spirit and had been working 
regularly for the last couple of years. However 
he suffered a serious fall about a week before he 
succumbed but even that failed to daunt him 
and he had just concluded breakfast when death 
came. 

The man who headed Pimlico’s mutuel depart- 
men for years and who had managed betting 
rings at most of the East’s prominent tracks 
maintained a home on Rogers Avenue in Balti¬ 
more and, although he was a native of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., always called Maryland his home in later 
years. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Louise Ma¬ 
hony and seven children. They are Mort, Jr., 
Riggs and Jack and the daughters Mrs. W. G. 
(Peggy) Jones, Mrs. Eugene Banning, Mrs. 
Aloyisius McCloskey and Mrs. Elmer Hartung. 

Riggs, who had served as his father’s chief 
lieutenant at Hialeah and who is manager at 
Laurel, succeeded his father in the Hialeah post. 
It was ironical that the day before he died, Mort 
Mahony had been selected to handle the mutuels 
at the Detroit track, taken over recently by a 
syndicate headed by E. E. D. Shaffer. D.R. 

Maryland Veterinarians to 
Kentucky 

World famous is the long established Ken¬ 
tucky firm of veterinarians, Lexington’s Hagyard 
and Hagyard, now headed by second generation 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, whose associates are 
Drs. Arthur Davidson and Wm. McGee. To this 
firm for many years have gone veterinarians from 
many states, to spend a period observing tech¬ 
niques and generally learning what is new from 
these leaders in the field of Thoroughbred vet¬ 
erinary practice. 

Maryland is but one state which has benefited 
by the wise and generous policy which makes 
available to other states in this wise the knowl¬ 
edge gathered from contact with thousands of 
horses in a relatively small area where is a con¬ 
centration of the most valuable and best cared 
for bloodstock in the world. 

Advices from the Blue Grass capital are that 
Dr. John D. Gadd of Towson, was a recent visi¬ 
tor to the Hagyard firm, while the young practi¬ 
tioner Dr. G. G. Meredith of Kingsville is 
temporarily sojourning at Lexington while ac¬ 
companying the members of the firm on their 
rounds. 
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Stone Age, Sagamore's 1949 
Classic Hope

Maryland’s highest ranking 2-year-old (now 
three) on the Experimental Free Handicap, as 
released recently, is Alfred Vanderbilt’s Stone 
Age, which got in with 116 pounds, as part of a 
six-way tie for eighth place among the colts. 
Actually he isn’t a Maryland-bred, but he is a 
product of Maryland breeding. 

You may remember Petrify as one of the 
best 2-year-old fillies of 1941, and as the best 
racer that Identify ever got. She is, in fact, his 
only stakes winner. She won the Arlington 
Lassie and the Matron Stakes, and probably 
would have won more had she not been some¬ 
what unsound during the end of the season. She 
did not race at three, and for reasons which are 
not known to the writer, did not produce a foal 
until 1946. This was Stone Age, and he was 
foaled at Coldstream Stud, near Lexington, on 
March 9, 1946. The reason for this was that 
Petrify had been sent to Kentucky to be bred

The veteran mutuels manager, Mortimer M. 
Mahony, who died in Miami late in January. 
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to Bull Lea, to whose cover she subsequently 
produced a strapping bay colt. 

Stone Age is by *Bahram, an unbeaten race 
horse in England, and he represents his sire’s 
last crop of foals, for *Bahram was sold for ex¬ 
port to Argentina after the 1945 breeding sea¬ 
son. He got a few stakes winners here, includ¬ 
ing Bovard, but he could hardly have been 
called a success in America. 

The Vanderbilt 2-year-olds were at Aiken 
last winter, and though Lee McCoy would not 
try to pick the best of them, he did admit that 
Stone Age was one of the best looking. The colt 
made some little to-do about breaking his 
maiden, though he was second and third in his 
first two starts, but on the third attempt he won 
down the chute at Belmont on June 12. He did 
not beat anything much, but he did his 4 Vl fur¬ 
longs in : 51-1/5, which was only a fifth of a 
second slower than the track record. (Algasir 
changed the record four days later.) 

Actually, Stone Age did not win again until 
his final start, at Pimlico in November, but dur¬ 
ing the fall he was there or thereabout most of 
the time. He ran sixth both in the Futurity and 
the Futurity Trial, but in the Trial he was in 
trouble, along with several other contenders, 
when Ocean Drive bore out as he went to the 
front. In the Futurity he ran a moderate sort of 
race, being one of the group of four horses which 
finished away behind Blue Peter and Myrtle 
Charm. 

His first good stakes effort was in the Cham¬ 
pagne, where he had a real game try at Capot. 
At the furlong-pole it looked as if he might win, 
which would have been interesting because he 
was off at 41 to 1, but he lost by a half-length. 
Kirkland rode a pound overweight, so that Stone 
Age had to give that amount to the winner. 

Stone Age was next second in a mile allow¬ 
ance race at Jamaica, getting the lead, then los¬ 
ing it, and then coming again. He might have 
had a little too brisk a duel with Greek Blond, 
for he was caught from behind in the last fur¬ 
long. Then he was fifth in the East View. He 
got in close quarters early and was eased back, 
and this apparently upset him, for he would not 
run subsequently. 

Up to this point all his racing had been in 
New York. He went down to Pimlico and ran 
in a six-furlong race, as a tightener for the Pim¬ 
lico Futurity. The winner, Henry Hecht’s The 
Pincher, clipped off this distance in 1:10-1/5 to 
set a new record. Stone Age never got close to 
him, but he did beat Flying Disc for second, 
and he worked out a mile in 1:42. 

In the Pimlico Futurity he ran well for the 
first six furlongs, and was third around the last 
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turn. But he got in tight again, and finished 
sixth. 

To this point Stone Age had given little ex¬ 
cept promises, for in twelve starts he had won 
only a maiden race. The customers weakened 
on him, and let him go to the post for the 
Walden Stakes at nearly 14 to 1, making Slam 
Bang, the Pimlico Futurity second, an odds-on 
favorite. Nick Combest was the rider this time, 
and he gave Stone Age a quarter-mile to find his 
stride. Then he started up, from tenth place, and 
caught Slam Bang just as the latter took the lead 
from Fugitive. It wasn’t much of a contest in 
the stretch, though Combest rode Stone Age out, 
and he won by three lengths in 1:43 for a mile 
and a sixteenth. 

Fie had, it must be admitted, a little help. 
His stablemate, Disconsolate, had made the 
early pace as far as he could, and then had pushed 
it for another quarter, carrying Slam Bang and 
Fugitive six furlongs in 1:10-2/5. It didn’t do 
either of them much good, and neither put up 
much resistance in the stretch. 

Stone Age got $15,525 for the performance, 
running his year’s earnings to $26,825. He had 
some early speed, but he apparently ran best 
from a slow beginning. His pedigree is stout 
enough, so there is reason to hope that he will 
be a contender for the big 3-year-old races. He 
went to Santa Anita, and of course $100,000 
can drop on a horse quite easily there. 

No Cavalry Hunt Trials This Year 

Greatly missed from the Spring’s calendar of 
cross-country racing will be McDonogh 
School’s Cavalry Hunt Trials, which had proven 
so interesting and sporting an event for the past 
three years. Planned to encourage boys to prac¬ 
tice the art of riding in races, and to give young¬ 
sters of all ages an opportunity to appear in 
public while getting some riding experience, the 
Trials failed to receive the support due them by 
those who should have thought of the future of 
cross country racing in Maryland. It is un¬ 
fortunate that a more cooperative spirit could 
not have been shown, for this was a notable 
effort, worthy of the backing of all Maryland’s 
hunting fraternity. 

In a letter advising us of their decision to 
abandon the plan, the three who have worked 
so diligently for the success of the race meeting, 
George Edel, Willis Lynch, and "Doc” Lam- 
born have the following to say, in part: 

"When, in the winter of 1945-46, we first thought 
of our Cavalry Hunt meet, we had hoped that it would 
fill a need for the development of young riders as well 
as to prove a very pleasant and happy experience for 
our own children. The latter has more than been ac¬ 


complished. In the former, there is apparently no need 
or no interest. 

"This has been a distinct disappointment to those 
of us who thought we had an idea. However, many 
good ideas prove to be without value, and we are 
sure that we here at the school are sufficiently humble 
to recognize that we cannot hit the jackpot every 
time. 

"Well, we have tried it for three years. We have 
had a lot of fun and now it seems wise for us to fore¬ 
go the thought of it further. ...” 

Ty Shea To Garden State 

Mathias C. "Ty” Shea has been named Racing 
Secretary of the Garden State Racing Associa¬ 
tion for the 1949 season, it has been announced 
by Walter H. Donovan, executive vice president 
and general manager of the New Jersey track. 

Shea, a veteran of the Maryland ovals and 
secretary at Narragansett Park in Rhode Island, 
will assume his Garden State duties immediately 
and is scheduled to arrive there in 1 ° near future 
to confer upon stakes and pu 
meeting which opens on . .... A un^ 

through May 30. 

"Shea was with us last year and was so popular 
with the horsemen and his handicapping was the 
basis of so many close and thrilling races that we 
are happy to have him back again this year,” 
Donovan said. "With Shea back as racing secre¬ 
tary, our patrons can look forward to the same 
high type of racing which has distinguished 
Garden State Park in past years.”

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Havre de Grace Stakes 

Eight stakes, totaling in value $105,000, will 
be offered during the twenty-one day meeting of 
the Harford Agricultural and Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, April 11 through May 4. Announcement 
of the stakes program was made by Charles J. 
McLennan, general manager and racing secre¬ 
tary of the local course. 

The Chesapeake Stakes, one of the country’s 
top three-year-old fixtures in the early Spring, is 
scheduled for Saturday, April 16, and this season 
will carry $30,000 in added money as compared 
to $25,000 a year ago. 

Two distance stakes on the local program have 
been set for the last two Saturdays of the meet¬ 
ing, thus working into the schedule of Pimlico, 
which follows the local meeting. The Edward 
Burke Handicap, at a mile and a sixteenth, is set 
for Saturday, April 23, while the Havre de Grace 
Handicap, over a mile and a furlong, is down 
for Saturday, April 30. This is expected to prove

popular with horsemen for Pimlico’s Dixie*at a 
mile and three-sixteenths, will be run on Satur¬ 
day, May 7, the date of the Kentucky Derby. 

The Havre de Grace meeting will open Mon¬ 
day, April 11, with the Chesapeake trial, $10,000 
added, for three-year-olds, at six furlongs. On 
* Wednesday, April 13, the $10,000 Harford 
Handicap, at six furlongs, is scheduled, after 
which comes the Chesapeake on April 16. 

Another sprint event, the six-furlong Phila¬ 
delphia, is down for decision Wednesday, April 
20. The Burke and the Havre de Grace both 
carry $15,000 added and in between them the 
Maryland Breeders’ Stakes, a four-furlong dash 
for home-bred juveniles, will be the attraction 
on Wednesday, April 27. It has a value of $7,- 
500. 

Closing-day feature on Wednesday, May 4, 
will be the Eastern Shore Stakes, for two-year- 
olds and this $7,500 fixture will be run at the 
four and a half furlong route. 

Only one stake previously offered by the asso¬ 
ciation has been dropped from the Spring 
schedule, this being the Potomac, which was for 
three-year-olds, run last season at a mile and a 
furlong. It was felt that, with the Chesapeake 
being run for this division, it would be unwise to 
overload the program with races for sophomores. 

The final four days of Havre de Grace’s annual 
allotment of twenty-five days will be run at the 
Pimlico course of the Maryland Jockey Club 
from November 14 to 17. 

Breeders' Stakes Series, 1949 

First of the four stakes comprising the Mary¬ 
land Breeders’ Stakes Series to be run in 1949 
will be the Havre de Grace Breeders’ Stakes. 
For two-year-old colts and fillies, foaled in 
Maryland, the event will be run Wednesday, 
April 27, at four furlongs and will carry $7,500 
in added money. When the entries closed 
September 15, 1948, 79 breeders had made 165 
yearlings eligible for the race. 

Normally run as the first of the series, the 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes will be run at four- 
and-one-half furlongs Friday, May 13, the day 
before the Preakness running. This race is for 
two-year-old fillies, foaled in Maryland, and has 
83 eligibles. This event will carry $5,000 in 
added money, inasmuch as the joint Pimlico- 
Laurel management evens up its contributions 
to the series by adding $10,000 to the Mary¬ 
land Futurity, to be run at Laurel in October. 
To this six-furlong event 142 two-year-olds are 
eligible. 

The mile-and-a-sixteenth Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes, with $7,500 added, will be run in 
November and has 165 eligibles.

Breeders' Activities at Pimlico 

Inasmuch as the Maryland Jockey Club is 
this year only running an eight day meeting in 
the Spring a change of plans had to be made 
in the line up of activities affecting the local 
breeders. The twenty-first Annual Meeting of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association will 
be held at Pimlico Wednesday night, May 11, 
following the day’s racing. The fifteenth Pimlico 
Yearling Show, for yearlings foaled in Maryland, 
will be held at the track on the morning of 
Thursday, May 12. 

The Back Again, a race for two-year-olds 
which were exhibited at the 1948 Yearling 
Show, which was scheduled for the day of the 
1949 show, will be carded on the first day of 
the meeting, Friday, May 6. The reason for this 
change is that some twenty fillies which were ex¬ 
hibited at last year’s show are also eligible to race 
in the Pimlico Breeders’ Stake, which is set for 
Friday, May 13, the day before the Preakness. 

If sufficient entries of salable quality are of¬ 
fered, the Spring Consignment sale which was a 
pre-war annual event of Preakness Week, will be 
held Friday, May 13. Intending consignors 
should notify the breeders organization early of 
any entries they might wish to make in the sale. 

Maryland Harness Horse 
Association 

With the growth of interest in the harness 
racing sport in Maryland has come the formation 
of the Maryland Harness Florse Association, of 
which the longtime enthusiast A. B. Highley, of 
Trappe, is President and W. E. Miller, impres- 
sario of the Oxon Hill track, Vice-President. The 
association has its office at the residence of the 
president on the Eastern Shore and numbers 
more than 150 members. 

A report from the parent body of the sulky 
racing, the United States Trotting Association, 
indicates that there are 154 Marylanders 


registered as owners of Standard-bred stock. A 
rough survey indicates that more than 1,100 
harness horses of all ages are owned by the group. 
It is hoped that we will have a complete list of 
trotting and pacing stallions ready for publica¬ 
tion in our March issue. 

"Thoroughbreds" 

Maybe I’m just an old fogie but I cannot 
seem to get used to glaring errors in spelling, 
capitalization and word selection in our horse 
magazines and Articles. Now take the proud 
name "Thoroughbred” for instance. Over and 
over we find writers failing to spell this 
with a capital letter. Don’t these writers and 
editors know that it may mean pure strain or 
blooded in dogs or geese or other animals but 
when it is used in connection with the horse 
it is the proper name of a breed?

The Welsh Mountain Pony 

By Capt. Charles K. Bassett 

There is so much interest locally in the Welsh 
Pony breed, and so little real information is 
readily available to the general public, that we 
have re-printed from the Shetland Pony 
Journal the following most interesting and 
informative account of the breed and the re¬ 
quirements of a good Welsh pony. The author, 
himself a veteran breeder of Welsh ponies, has 
imported a number from Wales at various times 
and is an authority on the breed in America. 

The ancestors of the Welsh pony were the 
small, sturdy wild ponies which ran in the 
Welsh hills before the dawn of history. Fossil 
remains found in the British Isles are supposed 
to be ancestors, still further back, of these an¬ 
cestral ponies, named by Professor James Cossar 
Ewart the "Pony Celticus.” The frequent ab¬ 
sence of ergots and callosities on the leg of the 
Pony Celticus would indicate a development at 
least as ancient as that of the African ancestors 
of the Barb and the Arab. Professor Ridgeway 
of Cambridge University believes the Pony Cel¬ 
ticus may be a related northern branch of the 
North African species. 

It is evident that during the four-hundred 
years that the Romans occupied Wales they 
imported horses of Eastern blood, probably the 
result of their North African campaigns. The 
crossing of these with the native * Pony Celticus, 
a joining, or rejoining, if you will, of two of the 
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oldest strains in the world have resulted in a 
pony whose characteristics are fixed and definite. 

This theory of the origin of the Welsh pony 
is further borne out by the gratifying results ob¬ 
tained by modern breeders by an Arab cross on 
the old Welsh mountain stock. It is probably the 
most receptive of all the native ponies of Great 
Britain to such a cross. Many of the larger mod¬ 
ern ponies of riding type are a half or a quarter 
Arab blood. 

In color as well as conformation and tempera¬ 
ment the Welsh pony is a miniature in pony 
form of the eastern horse. Here, the pony lover 
as a veritable flower garden from which to 
choose. A glance through the stud books pub¬ 
lished by the Welsh Pony and Cob Society of 
Wales, Great Britain, will show greys, chestnuts, 
bays, blacks, browns, blue and red roans, with an 
occasional dun and cream. Piebalds and skew¬ 
balds are not seen among correctly bred ones 
and heavy daubs of white are much disliked. 
Silver eyes are not uncommon, nor do they indi¬ 
cate the least impurity of blood. 

At the time of Henry the Eighth, laws were 
passed endeavoring to eliminate from the com¬ 
mon lands "little horses and nags of small 
stature.” A certain amount of driving and kill¬ 
ing no doubt was done under these laws, prob¬ 
ably enough to send survivors, in search of 
safety, up into the hills, into the most inac¬ 
cessible districts. A natural further result would 
be the preservation of these refugee pony bands 
in greater purity of blood than would have been 
the case had they been allowed to intermingle 
with the lowland horses turned out, after 
harvest was over, to graze at will over the un-

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fenced fields and commons. It is worth glancing 
at these early efforts at horse legislation to real¬ 
ize that the wild ponies survived in these early 
days, not with man’s aid and protection, but in 
spite of his efforts to stamp them out. 

Further positive attempts to discourage the 
breeding of ponies were not found until the 
time of George II. In 1740 an act was passed 
"to prevent the encouragement of a vile and 
paltry breed of horses” by forbidding matches 
for prizes less than fifty pounds! The Welsh 
Pony and Cob Society, founded in 1902, made 
their influence for pony improvement felt at 
once by sponsoring and having passed an Act 
of Parliament, which enabled the commons to 
be cleared of all stallions except those which a 
competent committee decided were desirable. 
They keep a record of all registered ponies and 
pass on the merit of wild ponies from the hills, 
to be entered as "foundation stock,” the third 
generation of which, if breeding to registered 
stallions has been followed, become eligible for 
full registry. The Secretary of the Society is Capt. 
T. A. Howson, Queen Building, Wrexham, 
North Wales. 

In 1932 the Society decided that in their Stud 
Book the classification of Welsh ponies and 
Cobs should be as follows: 

Section A—Ponies of mountain type, not ex¬ 
ceeding twelve hands high. 

Section B—Ponies of riding type, not exceed¬ 
ing 13.2 hands high. 

Section C—Cobs and ponies of Cob type. 

In 1935 the Society passed and published the 
following description, in tabular form, of the 
Welsh mountain pony and Welsh pony of rid¬ 
ing type, upon which, for conciseness, it is hard 
to improve. 

Not Exceeding Twelve Hands High 
Section A of the Sttid Book 

General Character—Hardy, spirited and pony¬ 
like. 

Colour—Any colour. 

Eyes—Bold. 

Head—Small, clean-cut, well set on and tapering 
to the muzzle. 

Ears—Well placed, small and pointed, well up 
on the head, proportionately close. 

Nostrils—Prominent and open. 

Jaws and Throat—Clean and finely cut, with 
ample room at the angle of the jaw. 

Neck—Lengthy, well carried and moderately 
lean in the case of mare, but inclined to be 
cresty in the case of matured stallions. 
Shoulders—Long and sloping well back. With¬ 
ers moderately fine but not knifey. The 


humerus upright so that the foreleg is not set 
in under the body. 

Forelegs—Set square and true, and not tied in 
at the elbows. Long, strong forearm, well de¬ 
veloped knee, short flat bone below knee, 
pasterns of proportionate slope and length, 
feet well shaped and round, hoofs dense. 

Back and Loins—Muscular, strong and well 
coupled. 

Girth—Deep. 

Ribs—Well sprung. 

Hind Quarters—Lengthy and fine. Not cobby, 
ragged or goose rumped. Tail well set on and 
carried gaily. 

Hind Legs—Hocks to be large, flat and clean 
with points prominent, to turn neither in¬ 
wards nor outwards. The hind leg not to be 
too bent. The hock not to be set behind a 
line from the point of the quarter to the fet¬ 
lock joint. Pasterns of proportionate slope 
and length. Feet well shaped, hoofs dense. 
Action—Quick, free and straight from the 
shoulder, well away in front. Hocks well 
flexed with straight and powerful leverage 
and well, under the body. 

The Welsh Pony of Riding Type 
Not Exceeding 15.2 Hands High. 

Section B of the Stud Book 

As a child’s riding pony, by many judges, they 
are considered unrivalled. They are sensible and 
sure-footed. They have a definitely intelligent 
"pony” personality that appeals instantly to 
every child—or adult, who has ever longed to 
own and ride or drive a pony.

They are large enough so 
that they can be ridden and corrected during 
their training by a light, adult horseman. They 
are small enough so that a young rider feels at 
home on their backs—and small hands and legs 
fall naturally into positions for maximum aid 
and security.

Agriculture Remount Service 

From H. W. Marston, Research Coordinator 
of the Department of Agriculture, which has 
fallen heir to the Remount Breeding Plan, dis¬ 
carded by a mechanical Army, we have received 
the following statement covering the aims and 
objects of the new Agriculture Remount Serv¬ 
ice. Mr. Marston is trying to bring order out of 
the chaos resultant on imminent withdrawal of 
military horse-trained personnel, substitution of 
Civil Service 40-hour-week help, and a drastic 
Congressional cut in the appropriation for con¬ 
tinuance of the service. 

With 40% of its close-on 500 stallions in the 
field past the normal age limit of the horse, and 
the uncertainty of replacements when depen¬ 
dent on Depot-bred stock, the future of the Re¬ 
mount takes on a dim aspect. It seems to us, 
that unless the Congress will give the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture a budget sufficient to allow 
it to replenish its stallion list in the open market, 
and to operate Forts Reno and Robinson in 
sound, common-sense manner, the whole plan 
might as well be abandoned. While everybody 
would deplore such a step, there is no use trying 
to do the job in any half-way fashion. If horse¬ 
men want the Remount to continue to operate 
it is up to them to get their congressional repre¬ 
sentatives to vote for a sufficient appropriation 
to make this possible. 

July 1, 1948 marked the end of the Remount Serv¬ 
ice as a function of the Department of the Army.

Public Law 494 (April 21, 1948) authorized the 
transfer of this function from the Department of the 
Army to the Department of Agriculture. 

The Remount Service was originally established to 
provide an agency for acquiring suitable animals for 
the mounted services of the Army. Beginning in 1920 
the then War Department established the breeding 
plan as a new function of the Remount Service. The 
idea of this plan was to assemble outstanding mares 
and stallions to serve as the foundation of a breeding 
establishment that would be capable of producing out¬ 
standing horses. 

It was not the intent of the Remount Service that 
it would produce all of the mounts needed by cavalry 
and artillery units. Rather it was intended, and this 
plan was followed, that the breeding establishment 
would produce stallions that could be placed in the 
hands of agents for breeding to mares in various sec¬ 
tions of the country. The stallions were to be of a 
quality that would improve the kind of young stock 
produced in any given area. This improved young 
stock would serve as a reservoir of horses suitable to 
the needs of the armed forces. 

The above general policy was followed by the De¬ 
partment of the Army until July 1, 1948. Stallions 
of suitable quality and conformation raised at the 
various Remount Depots were issued to agents. In 
order to meet the demands for these stallions it was 
necessary for the depot-raised stallions to be supple¬ 
mented with purchased stallions or with stallions do¬ 
nated by outstanding horsemen interested in promot¬ 
ing the success of the plan. 

Agents for handling the stallions were carefully 
chosen. Upon application for a stallion the property 
of the agent was inspected to be assured that proper 
facilities were available for the adequate care of the 
animal. When a stallion was placed with an agent 
he was permitted to charge a maximum of $20 for 
each mare served. The agent was permitted to retain 
this fee in payment for feed and care given the ani¬ 
mal. The number of mares to be bred to a stallion 
was set by the Remount Service on the basis of age 
and condition of the animal. 

In the Department of Agriculture, responsibility 
for the administration of the Service has been assigned 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry. It is the intention 
of the Bureau to operate the Agriculture Remount 
Service in much the same manner as it was operated 
by the Department of the Army. Stallions will be as¬ 
signed to approved agents who have the facilities to 
give the animals proper care and who are located in 
areas where there are sufficient mares to make such a 
breeding operation satisfactory. 

Major emphasis in the breeding program will be 
to develop stallions that will provide ranchers and 
farmers with the type of saddle animal most suitable 
for use on their ranches and farms. Animals surplus 
to their needs will serve as a reservoir for the great 
demand for pleasure horses. The Department of Agri¬ 
culture has no intention of competing with special¬ 
ized horse interests such as the producers of show 
animals or racing horses. 

At the present time there are approximately 475 
stallions in the hands of agents. The animals are 
widely dispersed throughout the country but the

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greater number are located in states west of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River. A great many applications are on fine 
that cannot be filled because there are not sufficient 
stallions available. The Department is also faced with 
the serious problem that a large number of stallions 
now assigned are advanced in years and cannot be 
expected to remain in useful breeding condition for 
an extended period. It will be necessary to replace 
these aged animals with youngsters before any at¬ 
tempt can be made to expand the number of animals 
available for assignment. 

The breeds of horses represented in the breeding 
program are largely Thoroughbred and Arabs. No 
change of breeds is contemplated at this time but it is 
expected that some of the demands from agents for 
Morgan horses can be satisfied by additions, to the 
stallion group, or animals from the U. S. Morgan 
Horse Farm at Middlebury, Vermont. Selection of 
animals within the breeds will be directed toward 
the type of animal that will satisfy the requirements 
of ranchers and farmers. 

The Agriculture Remount Service plans to train all 
stallions for riding purposes before their release to 
agents. It is felt that an animal that can be used will 
not only get sufficient exercise but will also be useful 
to the agent in performing his daily tasks around 
the ranch or farm. 

It is a desire of the Bureau of Animal Industry to 
be as helpful as possible to the light horse breeds of 
the country. In order to perform this function satis¬ 
factorily the Bureau will need the full cooperation of 
all agents and users of Agriculture Remount stallions.

Then 
home by Merryland Farm, where the brilliant 
sprinter Cassis, a horse of great quality; big, 
burly Peace Chance, in wonderful bloom and 
a sure sire of winners, and Little Beans were 
shown us, as well as the big band of broodmares 
and yearlings. Last stop was Henry Horkheimer’s 
Three Cousins Farm, where The Rhymer, sire 
of King Rhymer and numerous winners, was 
enjoying his supper, looking fit and ready for a 
big season. 

January 7. First stop today was at Harry 
Straus’ Worthington Farm, where we saw Quar¬ 
ter Moon and New Moon again and the stable 
that Downey Bonsai is getting ready for Spring 
racing.

developed there, if fast is not laid on heavily. 
Then to Sagamore, where "Kerch” was waiting 
to show us some strapping two-year-olds and 
a grand lot of yearlings, as well as our top sire, 
Discovery, his son New World, and the boarder 
Occupy, who is doing very well. 

January 10. Most of today has been spent 
in Baltimore, at the Lord Baltimore Hotel, 
where the Farm Bureau is holding its annual 
series of meetings. A lunch meeting of those 
interested in the exhibition of draft horses was 
held at the Southern Hotel, with Joe Shirley, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Draft Horse 
department of the State Fair taking the chair 
for the informal discussion. 

January 11. After shipping out a car with 
ten broodmares and a couple of yearlings, con¬ 
signed by the breeders’ association to Lexington, 
Ky., we met R. B. Browne, Jr., and were whisked 
off to his Standard-bred nursery at Phoenix. Fenc¬ 
ing, building and clearing are continuing apace 
there, and a lot of foals will soon be coming 
along from the looks of many of the mares. 
These latter are a good band, with some well- 
bred matrons in the lot. The stallions D. W. 
Spencer, an outstanding trotter; Portlight, a gray 
and also a trotter, and Valans, a good pacer, all 
look well and have attracted a full number of 
mares for the coming season. There are 22 mares 
and four yearlings on the 192 acre farm. From 
the Maryland Stock Farm we drove across coun¬ 
try to the historic Prospect Park track, on East¬ 
ern Avenue, where races have been held for a 
full century.

The Browne stable, with 
the owner a frequent driver, won its full share 
of races at Maryland's inaugural meeting at 
Laurel last season.

G. L. Stryker, at Timonium, to have the afore¬ 
mentioned detail attended to, and to have a look 
at the big handsome stallion Deil, the four nicely 
grown yearlings, and the Major's newly installed 
herd of Dairy Shorthorn cattle.
